The 
codes are transmitted left to right. And 1 represents the 
higher frequency of the FSK signal. 

In a Teleprinter system there are 32 recognizable 
characters, normally transmitted by the 32 combinations of 
S data bits. If 5S data bits are used, any bit error will 
transform one character into another, and the error will 
pass undetected. . 

In AMTOR, 7 data bits are used, giving 128 
combinations, of which only 32 are defined as 
“recognizable”. Careful choice of which 32 are used 
minimizes the possibility of an undetected error. One would 
not, For example, have chosen two codes that only differed
